Men and City 


| Consultation of Business 


| Officers. 


Explanations by Mayor Hoyne 
and S. A. Smith. 


Ald. Pearsons States the Con- 
dition of the City’s 
Affairs. 

What It Owes in Certificates, Eto., 
and What Assets It 
Possesses. 


Plans Proposed to Get Out of the 
Woods---Mr. Anthony’s 
Resolution. 


A Suggestion that the Certifi- 
cates Be Made Receivable 
for Taxes. 


PERSONAL EXPLANATIONS. 
MESSRS. HOYNE ARD SMITH. 

A conference of prominent business men of 
the city and members of the City Government 
was held yesterday morning at the rooms of the 
Citizens’ Association to take into consideration 
the financial position of the city. Among those 
present were Mayor Hoyne, Elliot Anothony, 
Ald. Pearsons, O. O. Horton, D. D. Spencer, J. 
K. C. Forrest, C. Henrotin, Nelson C. Luding- 
ton, ex-Ald. Heath, L. B. Sidway, J. C. Haines, 
Chauncey B. Blair, Sol A. Smith, Marshall 
Field, James McKindley, M. F. Tuley, Henry 
Greenebaum, B, Loewenthal, Henry W. King, 
A. H. Keep, Perry H. Smith, Volney C. Turner, 
Julian S. Rumsey, L. C. B. Freer, John H. Dun- 
ham, J. Irving Pearce, Charles B. Farwell, Ald. 
Aldrich, Ald. Throop, George Armour, A. J. 
Avercll, John C. Dore, John B. Drake, and J. 
Medill. 

The meeting was called to order by Ald. 
Briggs, who nominated Mr. Freer as Chairman. 
Carried. 

Mr. J. C. Ambler was elected Secretary. 

The Chairman then called upon some gentle- 
man to state the object of the meeting. 

MAYOR HOYNE. 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN: Theobject 
for which this meeting of business men is called 
together is to devise, if possible, some means of 
saving this city from going to protest on its 
paper. I have been informed that I have been 
charged with foreing the city to go to protest. 
That I need not say, as a citizen, is utterly 
false; but I am surprised that an institution of 
such reputation as the Merchants’ Savings, 
Loan, and Trust Company, having a piece of 
paper representing $6,000, which it was not 
necessary to protest to hold anybody liable for, 
should allow it to go to protest, when 
the officers must have been advised, I 
presume, that the Finance Committee, which 
had just come into power, and were in the midst 
of confusion, were making some effort to avoid 
this very contingency. One of the officers of 


this bank—the President, Mr. 8mith—came to 


complain to me, as though I was responsible for 
the paper going to protest. Now, Mr. Pres- 
dent, Iam not the man to advise anything that 
would disgrace the honor or character of the 
city. I have been put in a responsible position, 
and I am endeavoring to discharge the duties of 
that position, so far as my intelligence and un- 
derstanding of financial problems will allow me. 
Perhaps I do not understand the matter as a 
financier, but asa lawyér I understand what is 
legal, and I have no hesitation in saying that 
this city has been dishonored already and drain- 
ed of its resources — co a false system of 
finance, which, if continued, will utterly bankrupt 
the city and every man in it. That is my 
judgment. A false, specious, fraudulent sys- 
tem has been practiced when -the Constitution 
itself prohibits it, and it is utterly untenable. 
I have taken an oath to support the Constitu- 
tion of this State, and of this city, and to dis- 
charge my duties in accordanee therewith, and 
while I am in this position, I shall protest 
against the issue of any more illegal or fraudu- 
lent paper. That is my position, and I wish it 
distinctly understood; and while it is my posi- 
tion, I wish toask allthe citizens of Chicago 
whether they cannot furnish the means to save 
the city from dishonor or protest. We are not 
responsible for this state of things. We have 
just discovered a deficit in the Treasury amount- 
ing to millions. The Finance Committee have 
got an exhibit of our indebtedness, which shows 
that everything is exhausted. There is nota 
single fund whatever thatis not robbed; and 
now, sir, that the question comes up, I may 
state that $2,800,000 outstanding certificates were 
issued when it was known that the city was 
bankrupt, and the resources of the city for one 
or two years have been anticipated, when the 
constitutional limit, beyond which the city 
should not go to borrow money, had been 
reached. The question then is this: Shall we 
now take up one piece of frandulent — — and 
give another for it! It is just as unauthorized 
and illegal precisely to issue more paper as it 
was to issue that outstanding. There is no 
doubt about that being illegal, and yet it has 
been proposed to mortgage in advance for one 
or two years the entire revenue from the entire 
tax-levy to meet our expenses. ; 

But that is not all. It is not merely that the 
city has been in an illegal or unlawful and false 
method of financiering, but tbe certificate sys- 
tem of borrowing money is the apparent source 
of all the rascality aud fraud which have 
existed in the city. That system will 
account for the extension of Boards 
and the supernumerary tax-eaters, because, 
when anyone knows that he can get money 
abroad upon a certificate bearing the seal of the 
Mayor, he does not care whether the city is 
plunged into debt or not, or whether the Comp- 
troller is reckless about the city means. I sa 
that the city has no chance under such a com 
nation, and that we have been brought to the 
verge of bankruptcy and ruin by such men as we 
have had in office. Two gentlemen came to me 
the other day and persisted, with all the per- 
sistence that some men have, that I should 
back down on this financial question. I cannot 
doit. Istand as a sworn officer, and, sooner 
than give up my position, I will have to 
give up my office to them. I have stated the 
condition of th As I said before, there 
will be a deficit of $3,000,000 in six months. 
Mr. Greenebaum— What about

1 have no ambition to stay where I 
am among a set of scoundrels,—no desire to do 
anything but what is for the best interests of 
the city. I here take this position boldly and 
fearlessly in the face of this people, and I will 
stand by it. I have only one thing more to add. 
With all kindness to this Merchants’ Savings, 
Loan and Trust Company, I must say that it is 
a remarkable fact that we hear from every quar- 
ter val of our effort to save the city from 
— from that institution. I can 
only account for it in one way,—that they are 
either deceived or interested. I have attacked 
the gas bills of the city, and I am sure there are

Mr. CHAIRMAN: I had not expected to say 
anything at all, having already expressed my 
opinion as to the payment of city certificates; 
but I want to correct one statement which the 
Mayor has made. He starts out with saying 
that the Merchants’ Savings, Loan and Trust 
Company —- certificates to the extent of 
$6,000, which was entirely unnecessary. Now, 
sir, we have certificates sent us from Boston, 
having several indorsements, and we hesitated 
and held those certificates until the last moment, 
uncertain whether we would protest them or 
not,—whether we would assume the responst- 
bility of payi the certificates if the 
holders required it, or protest them. I 
saw another gentleman who told me he had 
certificates that he would be obliged to protest 
(it was $900), and we went and protested what 
certificates were sent to us from abroad, and I 
think any banker would have taken the same 
course. I don’t know why we should have held 
those. They belonged to other parties. 

In regard to what Mayor Hoyne says in refer- 
ence to the officers of the Merchants’ Savings, 
Loan and Trust Company, about a week ago 
Ald. Pearsons asked me to go—this was when I 
hesitated—to a meeting at his room that even- 
ing. I went around there and met Mr. Rosen- 
berg and several other gentlemen composing 
the Committee, ana while there Mayor Hoyne 
came in. I expressed myself very freely 
and said the city should alee some course to 
protect its credit; that the money had not been 
paid for water, for the protection of our proper- 


ty by the police and firemen, and for the amount 


of the interest on our debt, and I very frankly 
stated I thought some course should be devised 
to pay the certificates, if possible, when they 
matured. Mr. Hoyne differed with me. I be- 
lieve I left the room and went out after having 
said all [hadto say. I don't know that there 
was anything on the part of Mr. Hoyne, or any- 
9 else, certainly I intended uo 

Mr. Hoyne— Didn't you understand we went 
there for the very purpose of devising some 
means to meet those certificates ? 

THE INTERVIEW WITH MAYOR HOYNE. 

Mr. Smith—I didn’t know the object of that 
— What Mr. Horne refers to, took 

lace when Mr. Field and I came to his office. 
Mr. Field came into my office and said. Can- 
not some plan be devised to remedy this diffi- 
culty which has arisen from the appointment of 
Mr. Derickson, giving us two Comptrollers ?

Don’t you want to go 
and see the Mayor?“ Wewent in and a 
little conversation with the Mayor. I expressed 
the same views with him that I expressed wtth 
the others. We then left. Mr. Hoyne says 
that the opposition which seemed to come to 
his administration came from me; and he then 
said that the opposition had come from gentle- 
men who were interested in these certificates. 
I had told Mr. Hoyne, when he said something 
of that kind, that we had not a thousand dollars 
of those certificates. I told him so the second 
time. I certainly have an interest in this city,— 
am something @f a — 21 do not Wish 
to throw any Obstruction in the way of Mr. 
Hoyne’s course, If his course is the best, 
I shall cheerfully ulesce, e has 
attacked me. I do not Ike the position be has 
assumed in this matter, and I am frank to state 
that; but I believe his intentions are good, and 
he wants to do what is best for the interesta of 
the city. But I don't want him to charge me as 
wanting to protest this city’s paper when there 
ia no necessity for protest DE and I think it ls 
very unfair, Mr. Hoyne claims I am an advo- 
cate of the issue of certificates, I ave Mr, 
Heath, the Chairman of the old Finance Coim- 
mittee, and I appeal to Mr. Heath, to Mr. 
Hayes, to Mr, Colvin, to say if [ did not aay 
“If you continue to fen those certificates f 
will not be a party to loan you one dollar. If 
you atop fasuing and pay those you have already 
ssucd, and pay off your indebtedness, I will ad- 
vocate every bank to loan you all I can.” 
GETTING TO BUSINESS. 

George Armour—I would just say a word in 
corroboration of what Mr. Smith has said. I 
don’t suppose this meeting was called for the 
purpose of patching up any differences or mis- 
understandings. Still, I was surprised when 
I learned that the Merchants’ Loan & Trust 
Company was charged with oppoging the credit 
of the city in any way. 

Mr. Hoyne—I have made no such charges. 

Mr. Smith—You have made serious charges 
of discrediting the credit of the city. 

Mr. C. B. Farwell—I understand this meeting 
was called for devising some means, and not for 
personal explanations. The gentlemen can ex- 

lain some other time. Let us hear the means 
rst. Then, if the gentlemen have any quarrels 
to settle, all right. 

Mr. Smith—I came here for that purpose. 
Mr. Hoyne charged certain things to me. Is it 
not proper for me to get up? 

MR. ARMOUR— 

It is very necessary, and preliminary to what 
will come after. r. Smith asked me to come 
around the next morning to a meeting of the 
Board of Directors on the subject of the city’s 
finances. He said Hayes had been: around, but 
he did’nt know exactly what he wanted. I said, 
Can't you find out what he wants! We can/t 
act ordo anything until they come down 
some figures.

BILLIARDS. 
THY NEW STAR IN THE BILLIARD WORLD. 
William Sexton—who has come into celebrity 
since he went to Paris some months ago to 
compete with the great Vignaux—was born in 
Burlington, Vt., in 1844, and played his first 
game in 1867, and shortly after that became a 
room-keeper, locating in various cities. In 1875 
he played his first match with Charles Etllor, of 
Albany, N. V., including the 3-ball and 4ball 
game, winning both. The latter consisted of 
1,500 points, and Sexton made runs of 141, 165, 
24, 201, and 462, making the astonishing 4-ball 
average of 107 2-14, his opponent securing alto- 
gether but 485 points.

Greenbacks declined at the New York Ex- 
change on Saturday, ruling at 884 @8s}j. 


The resignation of Mr. Jaurs F. Joy as 
President of the Michigan Central Railroad 
will occasion a good deal of surprise just at 
this time, though it is known that his posi- 
tion has not been a comfortable one in his 
relation to many of the stockhoiders for some 
time past. Whether it means that Mr. Joy 
is no longer able to control the stock and 
management of the Company, or that he vol- 
untarily abandons a contest which no longer 
has any attractions for him, can only be 
demonstrated by subsequent developments. 
His railroad career has been one of the most 
ambitious and enterprising even in this coun- 
try of railroad monarchs. 


A Washington special states that the 
minority of the Committee on Pacific Rail- 
roads have agreed to report adversely to 
Judge Lawaxxcz's bill providing for collec- 
tion of the ninety-four millions due the 
Government by these railroads. This 
on the ground that the Lawrencez 
bill is unconstitutional, because impair- 
ing the obligation of the contract be- 
tween the roads and the Government 
which js embodied in the various acts under 
which the roads were constructed. The re- 
port of the minority is reassertion of the 
doctrine that the roads are in fact superior to 
the Government, and that against them the 


Government is wholly without redress. *

i pen, ‘There ia no second choice, The 
law and the bond are inexorable, The sorip 
oan only be paid with the taxes; and why not 
therefore permit the taxes to be paid with 
the serip ? If a citizen to-morrow shall pay 
$10,000 in cash for that much taxes due on 
his property for 1475, the city could not law. 
fully use n dollar of the money except to pay 
or take up the scrip issued in 1875, What 
possible objection can there be, or ought 
there to be, to permitting any citizen paying 
his taxes for 1875, or previous years, in this 
city scrip? Is not the payment of that scrip 
the objec€ sought by the holder? Is not the 
collection of the tax, that the scrip may be 
taken up, the sole object of the city? Why 
not, therefore, remove all obstacles in the 
way of citizens paying their taxes With the 
scrip, and why not offer special inducements 


of taxes for 1875 and prior years, There are 
nevoral millions of dollars of taxes to be paid 
between now and Sept. 1. By that same date 
there will be over two millions of dollars of 
certificates mature, They can only be paid 
out of the taxes. There is an average of two 
months’ interest to accrue on all these certif- 


joates, or a sum equal to nearly $50,000. If 


thes certificates were made receivable, at 
their matured value, for taxes, there would 
be the inducement of nearly $50,000 to pay 
the taxes now. Each tax-payer would have 
the inducement of two months’ interest on 
his taxes, and the sooner he paid his taxes 
the longer time would he draw interest. 
The taxes on real-estate are inescapable. 
They follow the land asa perpetual lien. To 
accept this scrip in payment of the tax will 
create a market for it for that purpose, and 
the collection of the tax and the redemption 
of the scrip will both be accomplished. 
There is no necessity for a dollar of these 
back taxes passing into the City Treasury in 
the form of cash while any of these certifi- 
cates are outstanding. If paid in cash, it can 
only lawfully be used to take up the certifi- 
cates. So, therefore, the collection of the 
tax in the form of the certificates is the 
simjile and the natural way of adjusting the 
balances between the city and its creditors. 
Whem two men hold each other's paper, and 
each have no othe: means of payment, is 
there any process so reasonable and so 
equitable as for them to exchange the evi- 
dences of their respective liabilities and ex- 
tingaish both? The fact that the city has a 
large sum due to it in axcess of what it owes 
renders it feasible for the city to offer to take 
its own paper at itaaltimate value in present 
payment. 

With reference to the revenue needed for 
the current year, there is but one source, 
and that is to borrow the money in anticipa- 
tionof the collection of taxes. This, it is 
conceded, is lawful and perfectly proper. 
Now, the value of these certificates may be 
considerably enhanced, and a permanent de- 
mand created for them, by making them: 
1. Payable out of the taxes of 1876 collected 
prior to April, 1877, and ont of the faxes col- 
lectad prior to Aug. 1, 1877. The personal 
taxes of 1876 are payable and col- 
hectable after Jan. 1, 1877, and the taxes 
on real property, while due at the same time, 
eannot be enforced until July afterwards. 


2. By making these certificates bear interest 


until April and until August, 1877, and re- 
ceiv able at their value, including interest un- 
til niaturity, at any time in payment of any 
city taxes for 1876. The city could issue this 
pap r now. To tax-payers it would have an 
ext: nordinary value. The man who on June 
1. 1876, would take a certificate for $1,000, 
rect dvable on or before April 1, 1877, in 
pay ment of taxes, would haveon the Ist of 
Jan nary, 1877, the means of paying $1,058.34, 
anc | the man who had a like certificate paya- 
ble in August, 1877, could pay therewith at 
an y time after January next $1,081.67 of city 
ta ces. If these certificates were issued in 
su mrs ranging from $50 to $1,000 each, they 
would find ready market from tax-payers. 
V¢hil e bearing but 7 per cent as an invest- 
nien, they would be worth for purposes of 
] “yi! 1g taxes nearly 11 per cent, because they 
woul dbe available for that purpose after Jan- 
aary., and it would be to the interest of the 
tax-p ayer to pay his taxes as soon as they fell 
due. In this way all the city certificates, being 
ata large premium for paying taxes, would 
anmt ially find their way back into the City 
Tres sury, be redeemed, and paid as, in con- 
tem plation of law, they only can be paid. 

I the Common Council at its meeting to

Thay acknowledge his authority because it 
seemed to be in their self-interest, and now 
they desire to ignore his authority for simi- 
larly selfish purposes.

He is writing absurd orders to all the depart- 
ments, He is prickingon Mr. Hayes to act 
as that gentleman never would have acted 
prior to his association with the Conviw 
crew, He is endeavoring to bring about

This cer- 
tainly was bad enough, Yet some credit 
was given this man Corwin when he offered 
to fight his claim to the Mayoralty in 
the Courts, and in the meantime to permit 
the people to do something for themselves 
through the representatives they had chosen. 
But Cor vx actions for the past two or three 
days, and the actions of those whose fortunes 
are identified with him, indicate that there 
was never any honest purpose of letting go 
the hold they had on the city funds and abid- 
ing by the decision of the Court. Having 
brought on the city all the misfortunes it 
suffers, this disreputable crowd are now en- 
deavoring still further to confuse, compli- 
cate, and hamper the municipality. CoLvIN 
is trying the patience of a patient people too 
sorely. He may go too far. Now that he 
has appealed to the Court for the privilege of 
mismanaging city affairs another year, 
common decency, even if he has no concern 
for the welfare of the city, should prompt 
him to await the decision of the Court, and 
in the meantime hold aloof from the affairs 
of the municipality. He may rest assured 
that, if the Court awards him the office he 
covets so desperately, he shall have it with- 
out hindrance ; but he may also rest assured 
that he can not have it till such an award be 
made. 


CHICAGO'S GRAIN-TRADE. 

There have been serious efforts for many 
years to tap Chicago's grain-trade and divert 
it to the other cities. It has been properly 
recognized as the basis of our commercial 
prosperity and the rapid growth of the city. 
It has been coveted”and sought after by all 
the devices that greed could prompt and in- 
genuity suggest. There have been open and 
vigorous assaults, and there have been sneak- 
ing and treacherous combinations. It is 
useless to deny that these various and per- 
sistent efforts have made some inroad upon 
the bulk of the trade, for the statistics 
plainly show tkis to be the case; but it is a 
proper and timely inquiry to seek in how 
far the Chicago people themselves are re- 
sponsible for such loss as has occurred, how 
the decline may be checked now, and the 
lost trade regained or replaced by other 
grain tributaries of equal value. A very 
little thought will convince the merchants 
of Chicago that this is altogether the most 
important matter now exacting their con- 
sideration. 

First as to railroad conditions: It is not 
probable that Chicago can again be made the 
victim of such a combination as that of last 
winter, which was the chief agency in the 
diversion of the trade to the south of Chi- 
cago. The management of the New York 
Central Road, without which no such coali- 
tion is possible, seems now fully convinced 
of the error it committed in pooling with the 
other lines on a basis of mileage,—a system 
of pooling, by the way, which is unscientific 
and necessarily unfair to some of the parties 
to the arrangement. Thus there is a differ- 
ence of about 100 miles between Chicago to 
New York by way of the New York Central 
Road and between the same cities by way of 
the Pennsylvania Central route. The run- 
ning distance is 200 miles less, we will say, 
from Chicago to Baltimore or Philadelphia by 
the Pennsylvania Centra! or the Baltimore & 
Ohio, than from Chicago to New, York by the 
New York Central Road. Any arrangement, 
then, requiring a fixed rate per mile on all 
the roads necessarily operates against the 
New York Central; and the effect of this, as 
was discovered last winter, is to discrirainate 
against Chicago. But Mr. VANDERBILT now 
announces it as his intention to decline all 
propositions for agreed rates that shall not 
be based upon longitudinal rates from West- 
ern points to the seaboard. In the failure 
to establish rates on this basis, he declares 
that he will continue to manage his business 
in his own way without reference to other 
roads. We believe that he is in a position 
to do this. For, though his road is somewhat 
longer, it has topographical and other ad- 
vantages which enable it to carry freight 
at even less cost than the shorter roads 
to the seaboard. It runs comparatively 
on a plane, and avoids the necessity of 
elevating and lowering its freight nearly a 
mile between the two termini. It has su- 
perior track facilities (two double tracks), 
which avond the delays and accidents that 
the others must endure. The result is that 
200 tons of freight can be hauled from Chi- 
cago to New York over the New York Central 
Road in quicker time and at less cost than 
over the other roads. Herein consists the 
justice of Mr. VaNnpERBIL7's claim that the 
difference in mileage shall not operate against 
his road, and herein also consists his ability 
to enforce this claim if it be resisted. If he 
stand by it firmly, as self-interest suggests, 
Chicago will not again be forced to contend 
against the inducements which the Pennsyl- 
vania Central and Baltimore & Ohio were 
able to offer last winter for the direct ship- 
ment of grain from the interior points to 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, avoiding Chicago 
altogether. 

Of course there is a certain part of the 
grain trade which formerly came to Chicago 
that will naturally seek a more direct route 
to the seaboard through the later railway con- 
nections. Some of the grain of Southern 
Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, and the Indian 
Territory will go direct to Baltimore for 
shipment to Europe, and there is no longer 
any reason why such of it from certain sec- 
tions as seeks a market abroad should first 
come to this city. But there is no reason 
why this loss should not be more than coun- 
terbalanced by the furnishing from Chicago 
of all the grain needed for the growing local 
consumption of Canada, New York, and the 
New England States, and also all the grain 
for foreign export that comes from North- 
ern Illinois, Wisconsin, lowa, Minnesota, 
and the great and rich Northwestern coun- 
try, The railroads reaching this territory 
centre in Chicago, and the outlet by water 
and rail offers facilities superior to every 
other market, This trade is permanent in 
character and growing in tendency, It ean. 
not be turned away from Chicago exeept by 
the blind stupidity of the Chicago people 
themselves in refiising, as they never have 
done before, to provide proper accommoda. 
tions, fair treatment, and reasonable charges 
in handling it. 

The only serious danger, then, that threat- 
ens the Chicago grain trade may be over. 
come by the Chicago people. The same en- 
terprise, energy, foresight, and fair dealing 
that secured the drift of the grain trade to 
this city in the first instance may retain it 
and increase it from now on. There are 
certain things that ought to de done at once. 
There should be a radical change in the so- 
called anti-corner rule of the Board of 
Trade, the effect of which has been proved 
to be in the interest of those who desire 
to keep down the price of grain in this mar- 
ket. The merchants of Chicago who are 
members of the Board of Trade, but not in the 
speculative crowd, should begin to look into 
this matter for themselves. If they dis- 
cover, as we believe they will, that this rule 
has deprived the Chicago grain market of its 
former buoysiticy and elasticity, that it has 


defeated the efforts to keep the Ohicago 
prices for grain uniformly higher than those 
of the Eastern and foreign markets, and that 
ita operation has caused the farmers to scek 
other markets in preference to Chicago for 
their wheat and corn, then they will not be 
slow to move for the repeal of the rule. 
The merchants cannot afford to be made sub- 
servient to either one or the other of the 
speculative cliques on the Board of Trade. 
They are confronted with the fact that the 
grain trade is falling off, and they must know 
that their own business will necessarily 
follow the grain trade, and either increase or 
decrease in proportion. This is their first 
and only interest in the effect of the present 
rule for the settlement of time trades on the 
Board, and their personal examination of the 
matter should begin with this end in view. 

At the same time there should be a vigor- 
ous movement to reduce the switching, ele- 
vator, and all other terminal charges on 
grain to as low and fair a figure as prevails 
in any other city. The practice must be 
abandoned of carrying alot of empty ware- 
houses by the increased charges of those 
which continue to do the business. The term 
of first storage charges must be changed so 
as to conform to the different necessities and 
desires of the different shippers. New York 
should also do something in the same direc- 
tion, for in this matter the interests of New 
York and Chicago are identical. With the 
proper facilities at both ends for handling 
the grain at reasonable charges, the tendency 
to a decline may be changed to a tendency 
to an increase in the grain trade of both 
cities. 

THE BERLIN AGREEMENT ABOUT TURKEY 

The agreement at Berlin between the Em- 
perors, and their Chancellors, of Austria, 
Germany, and Russia, with reference to the 
policy of these three Powers towards the 
brutal Turks and the Sclavic Christian in- 
surgents, does not seem to meet with that 
cordial greeting which was expected, nor 
does it seem, at present, at least, likely to 
promote relations of harmony between Tur- 
key and her rebellious subjects. England 
has set her face like a flint against the agree- 
ment, evidently because she is not yet satis- 
fied as to the ultimate designs of Russia with 
regard to the Eastern question, and therefore 
does not care to commit herself to any policy. 
It is not likely that she will in any event as- 
sume an active policy. She has Egypt in her 
clutches, and will quietly wait the opportunity 
to steal off with her plunder when the other 
Powers become embroiled in this gigantic 
war of races, which now looms upin the 
Eastern horizon, and will settle France’s 
claims as best she may. Still more import- 
ant than England's attitude towards the 
agreement is the announcement that the Sul- 
tan himself will not accept the agreement, but 
will demand that the European Powers shall 
keep within the limitsof the Paris treaty, 
and not interfere with the internal affairs of 
Turkey. 

As there is every probability that Turkey 
will reject this agreement, therefore,—in fact 
she could not carry it outif she accepted 
it,—the terms of the agreement become of 
interest. Yesterday’s dispatches give us 
the first full summary of them. It 
contains six distinct propositions. The 
first provides fora two months’ armistice; 
the second, for a restoration by the Turks to 
the Christians of their houses and churches 
that have been destroyed, asupply of fuel 
for one year, and exemption of taxation for 
three years (a measure which the Turks 
would not agree to if they could); the third, 
for the appointment of a Commission, to be 
presided over by Christians, to distribute 
this relief; fourth, for the withdrawal of 
the Turkish troops, except from six fortress- 
es, until the complete pacification of the 
country ; fifth, that the Christians shall not 
lay down their arms until the Turks have 
carried out their reforms; and sixth, that the 
Consuls or delegates of Germany, Austria, 
and Russia shall superintend the general exe. 
ention of the reforms. It will be seen that 
the propositions of this agreement 
make no concessions to the Turks, 
but, on the other hand, are drawn in the di- 
rect interest of the Christians. They con- 
cede every one of the reforms asked for, 
and, while they compel the Turks to evacu- 
ate the Christian provinces, except in garri- 
sons, they allow the insurgents to remain 
under arms until the reforms are accom- 
plished. The Turks would not accede to 
these demands if they could; they could not 
if they would. They have already failed to 
make easier and less exacting reforms which 
they had promised; and the insurgents, 
knowing the futility of waiting for any fur- 
ther reforms, have determined to continue 
the war, notwithstanding the agreement, 
until the independence of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina is conceded. 

In view of the utter improbability that this 
agreement will conduce to the establishment 
of pacific relations Between the Turks and 
Christians, the active interference of the 
three Powers must be the next step. That 
Turkey will reject the agreement is already 
shown by the fact that the Sultan has called 
out all the reserves. What the result of the 
contest will be is still more eloquently shown 
by the announcement that the cash in the 
Turkish Treasury has given out. It is already 
intimated that the three Powers are to meet 
again at Ems very shortly. In case the re- 
sult of that conference should be an armed 
interference, then the contest becomes in re- 
ality a war of races,—a struggle for existence 
between the Mohammedans and the Chris- 
tians, with the sure result that the latter 
must be victorious, All the Sclavoniec races 
north of the Balkans, incited by years of op- 
pression and the cruelties growing out of re- 
ligious fanaticiam, will spring to arms. Rou- 
mania, Bulgaria, and Ser via, with their warlike 
mountaineers, will swell the little armies of 
Herzegovina, Bosnia, and Montenegro, and 
hurl themselves in irresistible masses upon 
the Turks, It will bea brief but decisive 
contest. The Turks ean only oooupy their 
present foothold north of the Halkans in the 
relations of sorts to the Christians, Aa they 
will never consent to this, they must be on 
terminated or else driven south of the Hal- 
kana, forced closer to Constantinople, and 
across the Dardanelles to their original 
Asiatic possessions, where they will speedily 
be absorbed among the Asiatic races, It is 
by no means an impossibility that the out- 
come of this Eastern dificulty, which is now 
a year old, will be the blotting out of Turkey 
from the map of Europe, and the blotting 
out of the Turks from the family of nations. 
And this would be a consummation in the in- 
terests of religion, civilization, and progress.

careless janitor. Probably no other painting 
in the United States—not even Church's 
Niagara or Heart of the Andes”—was so 
well known, or has attracted so much popu- 
lar interest. It had been exhibited in all the 
principal cities of the couutry, and thou- 
sands of people had visited and admired it, 
both on account of the familiarity of the 
subject and the immensity and grandeur 
of the artist's design, as well as of 
the brilliancy and beauty with which 
that design was executed.

BOROUGH'S portrait of the Duchess of Devon- 
shire, who bought votes with kisses. It had 
been sold only a few days before for the 
enormous sum of $52,500, which was about 
the price set on The Prodigal Son,” and the 
owner hardly found it in his possession be- 
fore some thief cut it from its frame and 
carried off the fair Duchess. The first 
question that will occur is, What 
wil he do with it? It would 
seem to be an elephant in the hands even of 
the most expert thief. He cannot openly 
sell it, nor would any pawnbroker take it in 
pledge, or reputable dealer dare to buy it. 
The practice of stealing pictures from their 
frames, howéver, has been reduced to a 
science, and there is evidently a ring formed 
between these picture-thieves and dis- 
reputable dealers, by which the plunder 
changes hands, and money is made out of it 
before it gets back to the hands of the 
original owner, as it eventually must. 
It will be remembered that one of 
the saints was recently cut out of a 
Murillo picture in a Spanish cathedral, and 
that his saintship traveled about Europe for 
some time, and that after a year’s absence he 
turned up in a New York picture-store, where 
he was reclaimed by the cathedral and taken 
back to his home above the altar. The 
Duchess of Devonshire may have a like fate, 
and even turn up in Chicago some day as the 
result of a cheap bargain, but she will get 
home again. She is too valuable to keep, 
and is too well known to remain in one place 
any length of time.

Its only objection is that it makes one 
ependent ona maid, or, in lieu of the latter, on 
some one else, before the toilet can be complet- 
ed. Dresses for young girls are made long 
enough to reach the aukles, and measure just 
three yards tn width. All the fullness is brought 
to the back, by placing the front and the side 
ores straight on the band, and running a shirr 
the back just below the knees. Polonaiscs are 
trimmed down the front with three rows of but- 
tons half an inch in diameter. Sometimes — 
bows replace these buttons with good effect. A 
fancy now exists for inserting a plastron, or 
shield of silk, made wide around the neck, slop- 
ing narrower at the waist and broadening again 
as it reaches the bottom. A very handsome 
morning dress, showing this arrangement, is of 
gros grain silk, in color like the purple heart of 
a pansy. Down the front is aplastron of velvet, 
finished at the outer edge with a half-inch 
thick cord of silver. There are deep 
pokets of velvet slanting towards 
the back, also corded with the silver-cable. An 
elegant stone-colored reception dress has a skirt 
of silk, with flounces piped with pink anda 
Princesse polonaise of damask casbmere, cord- 
ed and banded with pink. A new skirt is the 
Patti, which is so arranged with shirr strings as 
to form in the back two cog — which give a 
bouffant effect, and obviate the use of a bustle. 

THE LATEST RAGE IN PARIS 
is the Dubarry coat, a wrap in shape like a gen- 
tleman’s swallow-tail, but has for trimming 
pleatings, lace, or any feminine garniture. 
Among pew evening wraps are Oriental scarfs 
with Persian and Indian arabesque and geomet- 
ric designs. 

The latest novelty in lace is the Esther neck- 
lace, an American production. It is made of 
Honiton, round point, applique, or any lace pre- 
ferred, with lace lockct and charms depending 
from it. 

A prettyimportation just introduced is wool 
and silk gauze im all shades for making the 
crowns of bonnets, for cravats, fichus, and 
scarfs. The tulle strings on opera bonnets are 
often trimmed with chains of small, delicate 
flowers, sewed on flat. Those most used are 
daisies, forget-me-nots, violcts, and buttercups. 
This flowery garland encircling the face is most 
becoming. new handsome hat in Panama 
chip is known as the Gainsborough. The crown 
is high, the brim droops low on one side, and 
rolls on the other. The trimming is simply a 
very long double ostrich plume, which wreaths 
the crown and falls low on the shoulder. Fre- 
quently a cluster of pink roses ornaments the 
side. 

For shopping, traveling, and general city 
wear, 22 find much favor. Of these, 
the prettiest are toques, the Rubens, turned up 
on one side, and turbans. 

A CHARMING FRENCH HAT, 
of fancy straw and ecru in color, has a soft, 
puffed crown of silk, the exact shade of the 
straw. Two handsome ostrich tips are held iu 
place at the back with a gold clasp, and curl 
over the crown. The face-trimming is entirely 
of Valenciennes lace. Strings of ecru silk-net 
are fastened at the back, whence they pass for- 
ward and meet beneath the chin. A gold clasp 
secures them. 

The veil-trimming so much used last year has 
been revived. The veil will be twined around 
the crown, and two ends hang behind, to be 
again brought in front and knotted there. 
Rough satin-faced straw-bonnets are considered 
the most appropriate traveling head-gear for 
elderly ladies. Black garnet jewelry is in much 
demand for second mourning or demi-toilette. 

A PRETTY NOVELTY 

shown in the stores consists of points, stars, 
and squares of real point lace, for ornamenting 
the ends of neckties. In addition to their beau- 
ty, these ends possess other advantages, being 
sold at auprecedented rates and being transfera- 
ble from one tie to another. In price they range 
from $1.75 to $3, and well repay the trifling ex- 
penditure. 

In an article of this nature, it may not be in- 
appropriate to mention some very pretty and 
novel pieces of table wear that are now a la 
mode. They are made of majolica. One piece 
supplies a want long felt in obviating the diffi- 
culty of serving raw oysters in good style. It 
is a dainty little dish, so arranged as to simulate 
six oyster-shelis, and in each one an oyster is 
placed. The shells are flushed a rosy pink, and 
have all the iridescent hues of mother-of-pearl, 
while in form they have the exact shape of the 
shell of the oyster. They are arranged three 
on each side, and at either end- are tiny cups 
for salt and pepper.

[ajolica is also extensively used fn the manu- 
facture of articles of virtu. An odd and very 
handsome one consists of a snow-white swan, 
haughtiiy pluming its feathers. It gazes with 
admiration at its beautiful image reflected in 
limpid water, which is represented by a mirror. 
This tiny lake is prettily bordered with reeds 
and rushes, and with the beautiful swan resting 
lightly on its surface, presents a really attract- 
ive sight.

COLOR AND DRESS. 
THE FLORID BRUNETTE. 
(Dedicated to his Pupiis by C. EHiveena.) 

As the florid brunette displays naturally an 
agreeable group of harmonizing tints, care must 
be taken not to weaken the harmony by the use 
of objectionable colors. At the same time it is 
advisable to neutralize any unpleasant tint 
which the complexion may contain, such as too 
much yellow, which has a decided tendency to 
give a sallow and unhealthy cast to the skin. 
Yellow, maize, and gold-color suit the florid 
brunctte, because, while they contrast in a high- 
ly favorable manner with the hair and eyes, in- 
tensifying them by the addition of purple, they 
harmonize by analogy with the tints of the com- 
plexion, and neutralize, to a considerable de- 
gree, any superabundance of yellow they may 
naturally contain. 

When the complexion displays more orange 
than yellow in its tone am increase of red is 
given to it by the use of yellow or maize in 
dress. A yellow bonnet is favorable to this 
type; but, as it approaches near to and sur- 
rounds the face, it should have a considerable 
proportion of its influence neutralized; this 
may be done by the introduction of violeta, 
purple, or deep-blue flowers, kept away from 
contact with the skin. These flowers must be 
used very s ring!y. 

Orange, although it may be said to suit bru- 
nettes with more or less positive orange in their 
complexions, is too brilliant and gaudy to be 
used in dress save in very small proportions. 
Red, scarlet, bright crimson, magenta, and all 
brilliant colors of the like class, follow the same 
rule as orange, suiting some complexions con- 
taining red, which it is advantageous to neu- 
tralize, but being too bright for general cos- 
tume. A scarlet headdress is particularly suit- 
able to black hair, intensifying it by contrast 
and by the addition of a purple tone. Dark-re 
is favorable to complexions which have too 
much natural red, because, besides its tendency 
to neutralize the color of the skin, it reduces it 
by contrast. 

Violet is unsuitable to the florid brunette, un- 
less its injurious influence be destroyed by the 
addition of yellow. Very dark violet is not so 
objectionable as the positive color. A violet 
bonnet may be rendered very pleasing, by being 
trimmed with a quantity of aa yellow flowers, 
such as primroses. The flowers contrast with 
the violet of the bonnet, and accord well with 
the complexion.
